FAIL TO REACH AGREEMENT? 


Agreement 
Is Signed 


In London 


OTTAWA, Jute 12—(BUP)— 
The agreement between Canada 
end Russia for the exchange of 
ministers was formally announc- 
ed by Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King in the House of Commons 
today.

Canada and Russia was sign- 
ed at the Soviet embassy to- 
day. 

High Commissioner Vincent 
Massey and Soviet Ambassador 
Ivan Maisky signed on behalf of 
their respective governments at a 
brief, formal ceremony which fol- 
lowed by four months the signing 
of an agreement for an exchange 
of consular representatives be- 
tween the two countries, 

The text of the agreement: 

“The government of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics and the 
Government of Canada have reached 
an agreement as follows: 

1-—The two governments have 
agreed to establish direct diplomatic 
relations and to exchange ministers. 

2—The present agreement comes | 
fnto force immediately after its sig- | 
nature and is not subject to ratifica- 
tion. 

3—The present agreement is 
made in two copies, each of them 


in the Russian and English lan- 
guages. Both texts have equal 
force.” 


The ceremony was over less than 
five minutes after Mr. Massey and 
M. Maisky entered the richly 
furnished embassy room in which 
they signed the documents at a gilt 
and marble topped regency table. 

Smiling broadly after posing 
with Mr, Massey for innumerable 
photographs, M. Maisky declined 
to comment on the agreement 
which he said “speaks for itself.” 

“Yes, it speaks for itself,” Mr. 
Massey concurred, adding “it is a 
very happy privilege to be a party 
to the signing of it.”

In Coral Sea Battle

WASHINGTON, June 12.—(BUP)—The United States 
navy, in a final accounting of the two months’ Coral Sea 
campaign, revealed today that more than 15 Japanese ships 
were sunk, including an aircraft carrier, while the United 
States lost three naval vessels, including the big aircraft 


carrier Lexington. 
Besides the Lexington, the U.S.

The Japanese casualties, in addi- 
tion to the ships sunk, 
loss of more than 100 aircraft, the 
probable sinking of two other war- 
ships and severe damage to more | 
than 20 ships. The damaged Japa- | 
nese ships included a carrier, three 
cruisers, two aircraft tenders and 
three destroyers. 


NEW CARRIER SUNK 

The navy's summary, which in- 
cluded attacks by Allied forces on 
Salamua and Lae on the island of 
New Guinea and the actual battle 
of the Coral sea, listed the following 
Japanese vessels as sunk: 

The new Japanese aircraft car- 
rier Ruyukaku; three heavy cruis- 
ers; one light cruiser; two des- 
troyers; several transportg and 
small vessels. 

The U.S.S. Lexington, old but one 
of the world’s largest aircraft car- 
Tiers, blew up and sank some time 
after Japanese aircraft had scored 
torpedo and bomb hits on her. 

Nevertheless, 92 per cent of the 
entire ship's company was rescued 
and reached port safely. 


OPENING ENGAGEMENT 


The first real engagement of the 
Coral Sea campaign came on March 
10, when a number of naval air- 
craft attached to a Pacific flect task 
force, under command of Vice-Ad- 
mira] Wilson Brown, joined shore 
based planes in a successful attack 
on shipping and shore installations 
at the two Japanese bases. 

In a communique last March 
18, the U. 8. navy reported that 
more than 20 Japanese ships were 
sunk or damaged in this attack. 
The communique at that time de- 
scribed the attacking force as 
Australian and American island- 
based forces so as Not to reveal 
to the enemy that carriers parti- 
cipated, 

On May 4 a Pacific fleet task 
force commanded by Read Admiral 
Frank J. Fletcher discovered a 
part of a Japanese invasion fleet 
at anchor in and near the harbor 
of Tulagi, Florida island, in the 
Solomon group. 


ANNIHILATE FORCE 

Fletcher caught the Japanese by 
surprise and his forces all but anni. 
hilated them. A few of the enemy 
vessels managed to get under way 
but most of these were crippled and 
later run aground to prevent their 
Sinking. The results of this particu- 
lar engagement also were previous- 
ly announced by the U.S. Navy on 
May 7 when the Japanese losses

The total executed since the attack 
on the Nazi Leader Reinhard Hey- 
drich now is 340, not counting the 
men executed in the wiping out of 
the town off Lidice,

FULL STATEMENT 

Following is the full statement 1s- 
sued late Thursday on behalf of the 
Alberta Bondholders’ Committee by 
the bondholders’ spokesmen on the 
Alberta Debt Refunding Commit- 


tee: 

Views of the government and 
of representatives of bondholders 
proved irreconcilable and refund- 
ing conversations are therefore at 
an end. 

The Bondholders’ Committee has 
been prepared to go a long way in 
recommending adjustments in order 
to achieve refunding of Alberta’s 
debt and restoration of provincial 
credit, 

Under the plan which the bond- 
holders’ committee was prepared to 
recommend, a basic rate of interest 
of 4 per cent was to be applied to 
the refunded bonds and the mat- 
urity of all bonds was to be extend- 
ed in order to provide for orderly 
liquidation of the provincial debt. 
Ample time was to be given che 
province to take care of the un- 
provided half of the past due in- 

, terest and in so doing no interest 
on the unpaid interest was to be 
charged, 


RESTORE CREDIT 

Early in the discussions, spokes- 
men for the government agreed 
with the bondholders’ representa- 
tives that the objective of any re- 
funding plan would be to restore 
provincial credit and the market 
value of Alberta bonds to or near 
par so as to enable holders who 
have suffered hardship as a result 
of the default to secure return of 
their principal, But restoration of 
provincial credit and the market 
value of Alberta bonds cannot be 
accomplished unless there is re- 
cognition on the part of the gov- 
ernment of the obligations which 
the province had undertaken and 
of the level of interest rates pre- 
vailing on_ provincial bonds 
throughout the Dominion. 

We cannot emphasize too strong- 
ly that the committee is endeavor- 
ing to protect the interests of 
thousands of bondholders, of 
whom most are small holders, 
Proposals by government spokes- 
men in regard to interest rates 
and other matters were such that 
we could not recommend their 
acceptance to these holders. In 
fact, we feel that if we did recom- 
mend them, our recommendation 
would be rejected by the great 
majority of bondholders. It would 
have resulted in hundreds of these 
amall holders continuing to sacri- 
fice their bonds at a substantial 
loss, 

The committee entered into dis- 
eussions with the government with 
the sincere desire to assist in re- 
moving the Alberta default. Its plan 
was an attempt to put Alberta's 
finances on a sound basis and pro- 
vide for orderly retirement of the 
provincia] debt, and at the same 
time give the province substantial 
easement in the purden of debt 
service as compared with the pre- 
default period, Furthermore, the 
committee was willing that holders 
of savings certificates be given 
preference in the matter of princi- 
pal retirement. 


PLAN 18 POSSIBLE 

The committee regrets that the 
refunding conversations have 
broken down. As already pointed 
out, it has a sincere desire. to cure 
the Alberta default. It is more than 
ever convinced that a refunding 
plan is possible that would not in- 
volve undue sacrifices on the part 
of the province and would treat 
bondholders with equity. 

In order that the public may be 
fully informed as to the position of 
both the bondholders’ committee 
and the government we are releas- 
ing herewith an interchange of let- 
ters between the representatives of 
the bondholders’ committee and 
those of the government. 

(The first letter is from Treasurer 
Low to the bondholders’ representa- 
tives.) 

Edmonton, June 10th, 1942 

Gentlemen: Since yesterday we 
have given earnest consideration to 
the questions asked by Mr. Fortin. 
We have concluded that no one of 
us could possibly take the respons- 
ibility of forecasting the fiscal 
needs of this province for any given 


jnumber of future years. Too many 
presently unforeseen and compli- 
cating factors enter into the calcula- 
|tions, in addition to the prominent 
and paramount consideration which 
lis perfectly obvious, namely: that 
we must always limit our proposed 
expenditures to keep them within 
the expected revenues, I am hand- 
ing you herewith the estimates of 
our expenditures for the current 
year, They do not represent at all 
what we should spend, but rather 
what we can spend, We are lim- 
ited by the amount of money we 
can expect to receive without re- 
sorting to exorbitant taxation. 
These estimates represent the re- 
sults of nearly three months of 
study and review of the experiences 
of past years, Beyond this we Can- 
not forecast, 


INTEREST RATE 


I would’ remind you that when 
this committee commenced its de- 
liberations in Septemver of last 
year, it was unanimously decided 
that rather than attempt to measure 
the ability of the province to pay 
the contractual rate of interest on 
the debenture debt of the province, 
an endeavor should be made to 
effect a refunding of the debt at 
a rate of interest more compatible 
with prevailing interest rates and 
which would have the effect of re- 
storing the marketability of Alberta 
bonds, and this approach to the 
problem is, I feel, indicated by the 
resume of our discussions held on 
September 18th, 1941. (See pages 
7 to 9 inclusive). 

I was of the opinion that we were 
to resume our discussions from 
where we left off on September 18th 
when Mr. Manning and I had to 
leave for Ottawa to attend the Tax 
Transfer conference, 

I think the major consideration of 
this committee should be to deter- 
mine the average coupon rate to 
be paid in future on Alberta bonds. 
From the minutes of last year's 
discussions I quote from page 8: 

“It was stated (by a represent- 
ative of the bondholders) that 
although its effects probably 
could not be immediate, it was 
the feeling of the bondholders’ 
representatives that a basic 4% 
rate was the minimum at which 
the objective, namely, restoration 
of a price near one hundred for 
the province's bonds, could be 
accomplished. Representatives of 
the government expressed the 
view that the government of the 
province and the policy it had 
adopted were in effect a public 
protest against the present scale 
of interest rates in Alberta; that 
any material increase in the rate 
of interest now paid on the debt 
of the province would not only 
preclude the setting aside of any 
substantial sum for debt retire- 
ment, but would result in a cur- 
tailment of essential services to 
the people of the province. It 
was also pointed out that the 
suggested rate of 4% would in- 
volve an increased annual charge 
for interest of $1,792,121, com- 
pared with the amount now tend- 
ered. It was the considered 
opinion of the representatives of 
the government that a suggested 
rate of 4% could not be enter- 
tained.” 

To get down to serious business, 
what we would like to know is this: 

(a) Did the opinion expressed by 
the representatives of the bond- 
holders as stated constitute an offer 
to the government of Alberta? 

(b) If so, are the bondholders’ 
representatives prepared to say now 
that that offer is the best they can 
make? 

(c) If not, are you prepared to 
make an offer of an average coupon 
rate which will be acceptable to 
the bondholders? 

We feel that we have reached a 
point in our discussions where ex- 
plicit answers to the above ques- 
tions seem to be necessary to fur- 
ther progress in formulating defin- 
ite proposals for refunding Alberta's 
debt,

3% MENTIONED 

This amount indicates to us a 
rate not higher than 3%, which rate 
in fact has also been mentioned on 
more than one occasion by govern- 
ment spokesmen during the course 
of our several meetings. 

We would therefore request that 
you furnish us with a clear cut 
statement of your position. 


Taking up your letter seriatim, | 


may we brie¥ly reply that: 

(a) It was made clear to you 
that Mr. Fortin's questions relating 
to amounts available for debt ser- 
vices and capital expenditures, at 
the meeting held June 9, were not 
designed to establish the province's 
ability to pay, nor to re-inject this 
question as the sole basis for a re- 
funding plan; they were, on the 
contrary, designed to confirm that 
a 4% rate was a practical objective. 


(b) We adhere without reserva- 
tion to the principles and objec- 
tives upon which we originally 
approached the problem and to 
which you have referred in your 
letter, viz: that it was our inten- 
tion to establish terms for refund- 
ed bonds—first, that would achieve 
the restoration of the provinial 
credit and the stabilization of the 
marketability of Alberta bonds at 
or near par, and secondly, that 
should be acceptable to Alberta 
bondholders who, as you are 
aware, are widely spread through- 
out the world. 

With these fundamental objeci- 
ives in mind we now reiterate, in 
response to your three specific 
questions on the second page of your 
letter: 

(a) Did the opinion expressed by 
the representatives of the bondhold- 
ers as stated constitute dn offer to 
the government of Alberta? 


ANSWER IS “NO” 

The answer to this question 
“No”, It is well known to you that 
the Alberta Bondholders’ Committee 
can act only in a representative 


capacity for the bondholders. and 
that, therefore, its position must be 
that it can only recommend for ac- 
ceptance such plan as in ils opinion 
will achieve the objectives stated 
above and prove acceptable to the 
majority of the bondholders. 

The Alberta Bondholders Commit- 
tee is prepared to recommend a plan 
of refunding which involves three 
fundamental points; 

(1) A 4% basic rate of interest. 


(2) Recognition of past due un- 
paid interest, and 

(3) Provision for differentials in 
the coupon rates on outstanding 
bonds te their respective maturi- 
ties, 


The Committee is prepared to re- 
commend concessions that will give 
ample time to the Province to take 
care of the unprovided one-half of 
the past due interest, and in so doing 
will request no interest on the un- 
paid interest, 

It is also prepared to consider and 
develop jointly with you, ways and 
means of taking care Of the difier- 
ential between the refunded rate 
and the contractual rates to their 
present maturity. 

(b) If so, are the bondhol@ers’ re. 
presentatives prepared to say now 
that offer is the best they can make? 


VIEWS UNCHANGED 

In reply to this question we can 
Only reiterate that we cannot offer 
but can only recommend a plan and 
that our views remain unchanged 
in this respect from those set out 
above, 

(c) If not, are you prepared to 
make an offer of an average coupo! 
rate which will be acceptable to 
the bondholders? 

In view of the foregoing, this 
question requires no further answer. 

We have presented briefly above 
the conditions which in our opiniu. 
are prerequisite to a success‘ul re- 
funding of the Provincial debt. 

Will you be good enough to advise 
us for the record whether these 
basic principles are acceptable to 
you.

we can make this possible without 
imposing any greater burden upon 
the taxpayers for debt services, 

With respect to the unpaid por- 
tion of the interest, we must State 
that we do not see how it would 
be possible or practicable for the 
Province to provide for the pay- 
ment of or compensation for this 
amount, Since in the opinion of 
the Government the main concern 
of the individual bondholders is 
restoration of the capital value of 
their. investment, we would 
recommend that the province set 
aside a fund to provide a call

We recognize that some adjust- 
ment would be necessary with re- 
gard to the varying coupon rates 
on outstanding debenture issues, 
and We will recommend that some 
provision be considered in this re- 
gard.

We are not prepared to recom- 
mend the acceptance of the pro- 
posed plan as outlined in your let- 
ter of yesterday involving a 4% rate. 
We are, however, assured that the 
Government will consider our sub- 
mission as set out above as a basis 
for a complete readjustment of the 
province's debenture debt.

ADDRESSES HOUSE 


Cardin Charges Quebec 
Betrayed By Government 
On Conscription Issue 


By C. R. BLACKBURN 


OTTAWA, June 12—(CP) 
—Hon. P. J. A. Cardin (Lib. 
Richelieu-Vercheres) in the 
House of Commons yesterday 
charged the government with 
a “betrayal” of the people of 
Quebec. 

Speaking for an hour in the con- 
scription debate, Mr. Cardin de- 
clared there had been attempts to 
appease and silence Quebec by pro- 
mises that there would be no con- 
scription, and to appease the rest 
of Canada by bringing in the con- 
scription enabling measure. 

It was Mr. Cardin’s first speech in 
the house since he resigned his two 
portfolios of public works and trans- 
port last May 11, the day Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King intro- 
duced bill 80—repealing section 3 
of the national resources mobiliz- 
ation act. 

Repeal of section three will elim- 
inate the barrier against conscrip- 
tion of ‘men for military service 
overseas, 

SPEECH APPLAUDED 

The speech, delivered with the 
fire and eloquence which has char- 
acterized Mr. Cardin's oratory 
throughout his 31 years in the house, 
won applause from all parties at 
frequent intervals. 

At its conclusion he was surround- 
ed by congratulating members, in- 
cluding’ Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King and Conservative house leader 
Hanson. 

Mr. Cardin, who spoke in English, 
said that by advancing this measure, 
the government was disregarding its 
word to the people of Quebec and to 
the country at large, without making 
any attempt to establish that a situ- 
ation had arisen to necessitate such 
action, 

It was the history of the 1917 con- 
scription measure repeating itself, 

“As was the case in those days— 
Not a scintilla of evidence has been 
Produced to show the necessity of 
having recourse to such a measure 
at the present time—not one 
word.” 


The amending bill would bring 
conscription for overseas but the 
actual operations of the act would 
be carried out “in secret” by order- 
in-council, 


WON BIG PROMISE 


Mr. Cardin said that in the 
efforts made in Quebec by himself, 
the late Justice Minister Lapointe 
and others to win that province to 
the war cause in the Quebec pro- 
Vincial election soon after the war 
started and in the 1940 general elec- 
tion, they had succeeded because 
they were able to promise, on the 
word of the Prime Minister, that 
there would be no conscription for 
overseas service. 

“It took some courage,” he said. 

When the plebiscite came it was 
again necessary to use what the 
Prime Minister had called “those 
solemn pledges” regarding conscrip- 
tion, with the people of Quebec, 

“No wonder that we did not 
get then the response that I myself 
expected, although I think I am 
entitled to say, I participated in 
that campaign at the risk of my 
own life.” 

Mr. Cardin did not add anything 
on this point to explain what he 
meant by “at the risk of my own 
life." 

Mr. Cardin said it was “to his 
sorrow” that the principle of com- 
pulsory military service was being 
presented to the house “by the Lib- 
eral party and by my leader.” 


WARNS OF CONSEQUENCES 

He warned each member not to 
be “deceived” as to the conse- 
quence of the vote to be given on 
the Prime Minister's bill. 

“Let him not be led astray by 
what is being said,” Mr. Cardin ex- 
plained. 

“It is said there is no necessity for 
conscription now, we do not need 
conscription at the present time. 
We only want the power to apply 
conscription. 

“That is the line of argument 
which is being used very much in 
the Province of Quebec where I 
live. 

“They are trying to appease pub- 
lic opinion down there by: telling 
the people that, and the newspapers 
have been telling them that and 
broadcasts have been given over 


ing the way for General Stuart to 
take personal charge of the situa- 
tion in the west.

“If conscription is not necessary 
at the present time, why, in the 
name of God, apply it? 

“Why interpret the vote in the} 
plebiscite, which was not a vote 
on conscription, as if it had been! 
a vote on conscription? 

“If there was such an idea in our 
minds, why were we not frank 
enough to say that to the public? 

“Why did we not ask the public 
of Canada whether they were in 
favor—yes or no—of conscription? 
TRUST PEOPLE 

“If we trust the people as we 
should trust them, we sHould not 
have been afraid of asking the ques- 
tion squarely and without in any 
way avoiding the issue.” 

Mr. Cardin said his conscience was 
clear in respect of the action he 
had taken in resigning his port- 
folios and he believed he was 
properly representing the people 
who sent him to parliament. 

He charged tha. the present gov- 
ernment, like the government in 
power during the First Great War, 
had refused to make public the 
number of French-Canadians who 
had enlisted in the Canadian ferces 

It was impossible to judge the 
extent of Quebec participation and 
co-cperation in the war effort wi'h- 
out that information 


Mr. Cardin said it was only by 
“accident of nature” that the 
majority of those in the house 
were of the British race and the 
minority of the French race. 

For the British it was an auto. 
matic reaction when the empire was 
in danger to accept the responsi- 
bility of saving it. 

For those of French origin the 
impulse to aid the empire arose fom 
reason and not from instincts of the 


three weeks, 


SUBMIT TO MAJORITY 


Mr. Cardin said he would submit 
to the majority in Canada on con- 
scription, “but there is nothing be- 
fore us to indicate that a maicrity 
of the electors ever said ‘yes’ in 
favor of conscription.” 

He expressed fear that “the ecv- 
ernment is listening to a minority 
which 1s much less important than 
the minority in Quebec.” 

He had no objection to the mo- 
bilization act even if it had been 
extended to compel service in the 
adjacent territories of Canada in 
the western hemisphere. 

But immediately this bill was 
passed all-those called up so far 
under the mobilization act would 
be required to serve in any port 
of the world.

Representatives of the holders of pro- 
vincial bonds cannot have expected—how-. 
ever much they hoped so—that a settle- 
ment of the provincial debt question could 
be reached on the basis of 4 per cent inter- 
est for the future plus the payment of the 
whole amount of the unpaid interest. That 
the refunding conference broke down on 
these points is not surprising. It was 
bound to do so, 

Four per cent on provincial bonds is a 
rate altogether out of line with the pre- 
sent rental value of money. Such a rate, 
coupled with the payment of interest ar- 
rears, plus interest on these arrears, would 
not constitute a refunding arrangement. It 
would be simply a debt-extending plan. 

The Government members of the com- 
mittee went the extreme limit when’ they 
offered 312% interest and an arrange- 
ment by which the outstanding bonds 
would be brought and kept to a figure 
somewhere near par. To pay more than 
this would make refunding not worth 
bothering about. An offer of three per 
cent would have been all money is now 
worth. 

While the conference has collapsed, the 
factors which brought it about continue 
to operate. The bondholders are now get- 
ting an average rate of 2.44 per cent 
on their investment, and no back interest 
payments. The fact that they have been 
offered 31%, per cent, plus compensation for 
interest arrears will not go unheeded by 
them. 

The bondholder representatives, hav- 
ing flown their 4 per cent kite and seen it 
come down, may as well go back and tell 
their principals they should immediately 
accept the offer as it will never be made 
again,

dagger is pointed 
straight at Canada. The Japanese fleet 
and air force are concentrated in the 
North Pacific, manoeuvring for a second 
attempt either at an immediate attack 
upon this continent or for the capture of 
the Hawaiian islands, to be used as a sea 
base for such an attack. Tokyo has an- 
nounced that land and naval forces have 
made landings in the Aleutian islands. If 
the report is not true, it indicates the in- 
tent. 

This gives a new meaning to the war 
in the Pacific. It is no longer Britain's 
war, or China’s war, or India’s war. It is 
Canada’s war. We stand next in line for 
assault, because an invasion of the United 
States would be possible only from land 
bases in Canadian territory. 

Canada should not, cannot and will not 
expect protection from Britain. We must 
stand on our own, in full co-operation with 
the United States, and do our full share to 
destroy the menace by destroying the 
power that is thrusting at our national 
life. Canada cannot be safe until the mili- 
tary strength of Japan is smashed to 
pieces. That is now our particular job. It 
belongs to us, and there is no way to 
honorably avoid it. It will not be enough 
that the dagger be averted; the assassin 
who wields the dagger must be beaten and 
disarmed. 

Those in parliament and those through- 
out the country who have objected to the 
sending of drafted men oversea have been 
thinking about the sending of men to Eur- 
ope. They must now in candor take the 
new situation into account and think about 
sending men to Japan—when necessary — 
not to fight “Britain’s War,” but to fight 
for Canada’s life. When the time comes to ~ 
carry the war to this enemy and dispose of 
him on his own ground, who that professes 
to be a Canadian would wast our Govern- 
ment barred from putting the whole of our 
trained fighting men into the arena there? 

If Canada, in association with the 
United States and Australia, cannot—or 
will not try to the limit—to deal finally 
and completely with Japan, then we had 
better forget our boasted dominionism 
and go back to the colonial status, Parlia- 
ment, when it removes clause three from 
the mobilization act, will empower the 
Government to employ the whole of our 
armed forces to the end of disposing for- 
ever of the Japanese threat. Is it too much 
to suppose that even those who object to 
participating in a war in Europe will ap- 
prove hunting down this Axis assassin 
beyond the Pacific with every trained man 
we can muster?

If Admiral Raeder ever took any stock 
in Tokyo’s boast that United States sea 
power in the Pacific had been all but ex- 
tinguished at Pearl Harbor, he knows bet- 
ter now, And he must have been more 
amused than convinced by the tootling of 
a Japanese naval spokesman that so much 
of these forces as survived the supposed 
annihilation there have been so badly crip- 
pled by the great Japanese “victories” in 
the Coral Sea and off Midway that they 
will be able to give no further assistance to 
Australia. 

The Admiral has the best of reasons 
to know that the American Pacific fleet 
was not destroyed at Pearl Harbor, nor so 
reduced in strength that the minor losses 
it Sustained in the Coral Sea and at Mid- 
way could render it impotent.

owerful United States warships joined 
ritain’s home flect last month and is now 
helping to keep watch and ward over Raed- 
er’s battleships hidden away in a Norwe- 
gian fiord. Washington would not have 
sent those ships to European waters if its 
Pacific fleet had been destroyed at Pearl 
Harbor or so weakened that it could not 
meet the Japanese on fairly even terms, 
Raeder will no more believe the Tokyo

A Town Wiped Out 


From Prague comes a report that Nazi 
vengeance has surpassed itself, in the de- 
struction of an entire Czech town which 
had a population of nearly two thousand. 


The statement is that all the men in the 
town have been shot by the gestapo, all 
the women interned, the children placed in 
institutions of some sort, and the build- 
ings completely destroyed. The ferocity 
with which Berlin official announcements 
have said the terror campaign has been 
carried on in the unfortunate republic 
leaves little chance that this report may 
turn out to be exaggerated and no hope at 
all that it may be altogether false. 

The offence of the villagers is said to 
be that one of the men who shot Heydrich 
took refuge there. 

If this account is substantially true, as 
it probably is, one must go. far back 
into the days of barbarism to find a paral- 
lel for so brutal and essentially senseless a 
crime. Brutal because a whole commun- 
ity was punished with the utmost severity 
for what can at most have been the of- 
fence of a few of its inhabitants. Sense- 
less because only a Nazi mind could sup- 
pose such action would arouse anything 
but deep hatred and a thirst for revenge, 
not only among the Czechs but throughout 
the world. 

The German people may well tremble 
when they think what retribution is likely 
to fall upon them when the inevitable day 
of reckoning comes. 


The city council has refused consent 
to the removal of any more Japanese from 
the coastal defence area to Edmonton. The 
refusal is based on the scarcity of housing 
in the city. This is not merely an excuse; 
it is a fact. There are not enough houses in 
Edmonton to properly accommodate the 
people now here, and the population is 
growing all the time. To permit an influx 
of people who are suspect, rightly or 
wrongly, would create conditions intoler- 
ane for others and for the migrants them- 
selves,

Mr, Pegler, however, without 
indulging in open attack, wrote

And Mr. Pegler’s argument was 
heated and instinctual. He made 
no appeal whatsoever to reason. 
He registered a violent reaction 
of “one hundred per cent Ameri- 
canism.” All who think of any 
sort of international order, uni- 
versal or limited, are “political 
hopheads walking around in a 
dream,” 

Mr. Pegler went all out for the 
exclusion of Asiatics from Ameri- 
immigration, and, indeed, 
from allowing white immigrants 
citizenship! And, “... The United 
States are at war for the sole 


| purpose of defending this coun- 


try from a combination of ene- 
mies.” And “this is going to be 
a white man’s country”’—except- 
ing for the negroes already here. 
International 

Now, if we are to think in in- 
ternational terms, we must pre- 
sume that Asiaties prefer to live 
in Asia, and that assistance in the 
development of Asia, along such 
lines as will raise the standard of 
living of the peoples there, must 
be a post-war aim of the western 
world, which until this century 


has regarded Asia too largely 
as a territory for exploitation. 

I did not gather from Mr. 
Welles’ speech that he was advo- 
eating unrestricted immigration 
into the United States, 

One of the problems of politics, 
science, engineering and econ- 
omics jis to open and develop huge 
empty places on this globe, where 
human beings can live in de- 
cency. Unrestricted and laissez- 
faire immigration is not at all 
likely to be a result of this war. 

What is needed is intelligent 
development and expansion in 
connection with planned immi- 
gration to new areas, taking ac- 
count of the factors of climate, 
race, and cultures, 

But Mr, Pegler, speaking im- 
moderately, out of intense feel- 
ing, brands in his editorial every- 
thing non-American as un-Am- 
erican and poisonous, We have 
become, he says, “infected with 
the very poisons which produced 
the present condition of Europe.” 

By Europeans 

If Mr. Pegler had stopped to 
think historically, he would have 
realized that the creation of 
America was a work of Europ- 
eans, and that not a single alto- 
gether unique idea has been born 
on American soil, 

The United States started as a 
British colony, fought for inde- 


pendence, and established a new 
nation. The declaration of in- 
dependence, the constitution,, the 
system of law, and the mores of 
society, all have their roots in the 
culture of Europe, 

America is the child of the 
Cromwellian British revolution 
and of the French revolution. 
Our law is based on the British 
common law; our spirit has im- 
bibed the spirit of the French 


revolution; our school and uni-| po 


versity systems are direct de- 
scendants of British and contin- 
ental systems. Without the three 
main props of western civiliza- 
tion: Christianity, rationality and 
organized law, there would be 
no America, as we know it. 

Mr, Pegler is correct in saying 
that all the “poisons” of Europe 
have invaded us—both the pois- 
ons and the antidotes. And the 
process has worked both ways. 
Europe in the last generation, 
especially technologically, but 
even culturally, too, has become 
enormously Americanized. 


“Poison” 


But a European “poison,” 
which is the prime contributing 
cause of this war, is imbibed by 
Mr. Pegler himself; in fact, he 
has become a “political hophead” 
on this extremely intoxicating 
and poisonous brew. That is the 
strong poison of nationalism. 

What does Mr. Pegler think 
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Nazism really is? It is one hune 
dred per cent Germanism, It is 
the thesis that everything not 
German, be it Christianity, 


| Roman law, Greek and French 


rationalism—the very foundations 
of western civilization — is 
“poison.” : F 

It is the elevation of the nation 
into a sublime and all-embracing 
mystique, outside of which there 
is no assimilable truth, and no 
ssibility of other loyalties, And 
this nationalism, the most corro- 
sive heresy of the times—nation- 
alism irrational and mystic, going 
way beyond the creative fact of 
nationality—will, unless it is de- 
feated and curbed, destroy the 
whole of civilization and culture, 
and drive the western peoples 
back into tribal primitivism. 

And of all countries, the one 
which will suffer most will be 
this one, which has not a@ trace 
of tribalism in its historic devel- 
opment. 

I do not join with those who 
are hitting out blindly at Mr. 
Pegler. 1 wish to plead with Mr. 
Pegler, I wish to beg him to think 
more carefully. For if he does 
not, he will find himself one of 
these days landing plop in the 
camp of the totalitarian nation- 
state where he, of all people, 
least desires to be.

the Hun tradition, by some bio- 
logical and psychological freak 
are dominating their natures, 

The Huns of Attila are the 
lineal forebears of the Nazis 
their spiritual coadjutors 
just as their Mongolian cousins, 
the hordes of Jenghis Khan, are 
their relatives and their an- 
cestoxs in spirit. 

There is a gruesome similarity 
in the methods of all three. 

Attila’s exploits in Europe in 
the fifth century were marked 
with blood and terror. His policy 
was not merely to conquer, but 
to destroy, He envisioned, not a 
Europe paying him tribute or 
acknowledging his sovereignty, 
but a Europe levelled off into a 
desert. Europe laid waste and 
desolate. 

Look today at the little town of 
Lidice and see the work of 
Attila, the “scourge of God.” 

The passion for destruction, 
sheer, wanton destruction, bub- 
bles darkly through every drop 
of Hunnish blood. 

Recall the funeral of Jenghis 
Khan, Hitler’s blood cousin, in 
Asia. Recollect how the long 


Mongolian countryside and how 
the escort of “honor” ruthlessly 
murdered every wayfarer it en- 
countered to pay tribute to the} 
“Lord of the Earth.” Remember 
how a great river was diverted 
from its course so that a hidden 


grave might be dug for the 
despot and, afterwards, how 
thousands of those who helped 
at the burial were ruthlessly 


slain so that no man might know, 
for a certainty, where the crazed 
egomaniac was laid. 

The whole insane ceremonial 
smells of Hitler and his fanatic 
Nazis. All alike were and are 
destructionists. 


Principle of Evil 


An eminent Russian theologian 
has defined the principle of evil 
as the substance of that chaos 
which existed before creation. 

Thus, he says, evil operates in 
all created things, in man and in 


pulse towards resolution back 
into disorder and chaos, 

Every man and every bit of 
or inanimate matter 
feels this impulse of rebellion 
against order and law, this urge 
to turn backward into the dark 
and wild substance of nothing- 
ness that preceded creation. 

This, says the Russian theolo- 
gian, is the true spirit and prin- 
ciple of evil. 


The doctrine so enunciated 
may  arrhden theological difficul- 
ties. I do not know. It may be 
metaphysically unsound, But I 
am not concerned with the philo- 
sophical truth of it so much as I 
am with the aptness with which 
it illustrates the mental and 
spiritual processes of Hitler the 
Hun, ‘ 
He is inherently evil because 
he represents the evil impulse 
towards destruction and the ob- 
literation of created things into 
primeval chaos. 

Lidice speaks for him. 


Retrogressive 
The most grisly joke that 
Hitler and his Hunnish Nazis 
perpetrate on the world is the 
pretence that they are bringing 
humankind a “new order,” that 


they are supermen and therefore 
destined to rule the world. 

Actually, their order is so 
“new” that Attila did all of it 
fifteen hundred years ago—and 
much better than Hitler has 
been able to do. 

The Nazis go back in biology, 
not to the super-species that 
were destined to dominate crea- 
tion, but to the species that, by 
their own senseless’ violence, 
were destined to disappear from 
the earth, 

The tyrannosaurus and the 
pterodactyl were also destruc- 
tionists. Nature blotted them out. 

The destiny of Hitler and his

Plants’ Lost Scent 


By WILDWOOD IN THE VAN- 
COUVER PROVINCE 

As the years pass, the mystery 
of the musk is revived again and 
again, The little plant of sweet 
fragrance was found by David 
Douglas in his botanical explora- 
tions through the country of the 
Columbia River over a 100 years 
ago. Me stated that not all the 
specimens he found had this 
odour and in some, the fragrance 


was slight, 

The little yellow mimulus of 
hairy leaf flourished in the 
homes and greenhouses. of 


Europe. Here in its native air it 
grew profusely in damp shady 
places, holding its vigor and its 
fragrance in the early streets of 
Vancouver after the wooden 
sidewalks were laid above its 
roots, 

Then, about the turn of the 
century, growers noticed that the 
odor was fainter, When it was 
mentioned, others regarded the 
absence or lessening of scent, 
finally alarm was raised in horti- 
cultural circles, and while 
several reasons, none proven, 
were offered for its failure, ap- 
peal was made to the country of 
its origin, for more scented 


plants. 
But the scent was gone from 
the native plants! Excursions 


were made on the trail Douglas 
took, Mountaineering men, cer- 
tain they had smelt the musky 
odor on some of their trips, re- 
turned there without regaining 
the perfume. Nor has it been re- 
covered after twenty years of 
watchfulness by botanical ram- 
blers,

ance of the musk fragrance was

Odors are not entirely per- 
manent in flowers, Horticultur- 
ists are busy breeding out the 
scent of marigolds, which many 
gardeners do not like, 

In the development of new 
roses, thousands of seedlings 
bloom without any fragrance, 
some have been bright enough 
for acceptance by gardeners. 
When, however, a flower is 
doubled by hybridists, as in 
pinks, peonies and roses, 
scent is usually increased, 

The “improvement” of the 
sweet pea to the wavy-petalled 
type cost most of its fragrance. 
The scent of the “old fashioned” ° 
sweet-william is said to be dim- 
inishing, Few modern gardeners 
tolerate the old ‘“‘nosegay” cousin 
of the carnation, but it did out- 
last the “sweet-jolins” of nar- 
rower leaf, 

The loss of any one of the 
many fragrances of flower and 
leaf is to be deplored. They add 
a precious charm to wilderness 
and garden, steeping the breath 


of our life with pleasantness.

EW YORK, June 12.—-(BUP)—One year ago a _ lanky, black-eyed 
Italian boy was approaching the half-way mark in his race to- 
wards an all-time baseball record. Jolting Joe DiMggio has stretched 


his hitting streak through 24 cons’ecutive games, fattening his average 
to a corpulent 328. He was hotter than a fourth of July sunburn, 
Today, the same DiMaggio is batting .263 


One year ago today another member of the New York Yankees 
was establishing himself as one of the great fielding second basemen 
of the modern generation, His name was Joe Gordon. He was a 
triple-distilled sensation, His batting average was .243. 

Today the same Gordon is hitting .382, 


The newest of the Yankees’ jolting Joes is far above and beyond 
the DiMaggio of 1941. For he has a consecutive hitting streak of 27 
games and 54 points higher in the average than DiMaggio was on the 
same date. Thus he sets the pace in both leagues. As well, he is prob- 
ably one of the most mystified gentlemen at the ball parks. H doesn’t 
know how he is doing it. ‘ 


Pitchers All Very Obliging 


66 JUST call it luck,” Gordon said as he rapped the bench in the Yankee 

dugout with his knuckles. “Just call it luck and just hope it holds 
up. I haven't the faintest idea of what is changed about me, except 
that the pitchers are throwing the ball where I'm swinging and I'm 
hitting where there are no fielders. As far as I know, I haven't con- 
sciously changed a thing.” 


Joe's case is peculiar. He has never before batted higher than 
300. That mark was rung up with Oakland of the Pacific Coast 
League. In the majors, his best effort was a .284 with New York in 
1939. His lifetime average is .275. So, at the moment, he is 111 
points above the medium of his career and 82 above the most bloated 
record for any single year. 


“I'm swinging the same way,” he said with a puzzled frown, “I 
haven't altered my stance or shifted my timing. If there is any explana- 
tion, it is merely that I'm not hitting as many fly balls. In the Yankee 
Stadium a fly ball doesn’t mean much because you have to hit it a 


mile or you are an easy 6ut. This year, I'm knocking out more 
grounders, 

“Just Swing And The Ball Is There” 

6QRR HY am I knocking more grounders? You tell me! Outside of 


using a few different bats, I don’t know. As for the pitchers, well, 
it may sound like bragging—it really isn't—but none of them have been 
really tough. I just swing and the ball is there. As long as it keeps 
happening this way I don't intend to ask myself any questions.” 


There are many confused theories regarding Gordon's choices of 


bats. Normally, he prefers a light and long modcl—anywhere from 
two to four ounces shy of the average. This season he has been mix- 
ing them up. 


As he sat in the sun before the opening of the Yank-Detroit series, 
Joe wasn't inclined to talk about streaks, averages or subjects even re- 
motely connected with the fabulous possibilities of his current spree. 
He preferred to discuss proven facts rather than potentialities. Even 
more s0, he preferred to talk golf—in which he shoots between 85 and 
95 


Dickey the Other Sparkplug 


HE other Yanks are letting well enough alone, too. Gordon and the 
statuesque William Malcolm Dickey, of the catching Dickeys, are 
sparking up most of the power for the awesome McCarthy machine and 
no questions are being asked. With DiMaggio in a slump, the boys are 
extremely grateful for Gordon's condition, Too, they are hopeful it is 
contagious, 


Although the stream-lined California youth who entered baseball 
via the University of Oregon has strung together hits in 27 straight 
games, any predictions that he will eclipse the DiMaggio streak of 
56 are now completely premature, However, there are two schools of 
thought on that engrossing subject, 


The first holds that Gordon is a happy party to one of those rare 
spells in which a batter can do nothing wrong and that some day he 
will come back to earth with a painful thud. The other dissents, but 
vigorously, claiming Joe was destined to be an exceptional hitter from 
the beginning and now has found the key to the place reserved for him 
among the really great hitters.

Valuable Part 
In War Effort 


Advertising, through its services 
in wartime, is beginning to be 
recognized as the actual spear 
Point of propaganda. Government 
use of advertising both in Eng- 
land and Canada had revealed it 
Propaganda, in many inetances, 

only creates reaction, 

Advertising gives a message, per- 
Suades action and makes that action 
continuous, This was a key thought 
in an address on ‘Wartime Adver- 
tising’ given by Albert Jarvis of 
the James Fisher Company Limited, 
before the Industrial Advertising 
association of Ontario, 

In England, the British govern- 
ment had found definitely that 
newspapers, magazines, periodical 
and poster advertising brought 
quicker public co-operation for war 
activities than would have been 
Possible without it. In Canada too, 
the change-over from peace to war- 
time habits had been “cushioned” 
and accelerated by government ad- 
vertising in all types of advertising 
media. 


CUSHION PUBLIC 


But this war has also shown that 
advertising has valuable war func- 
tions to perform in the commercial 
and industrial fields, Firms who 
supply our war industries with 
equipment or who are forced to 
cushion the public against the need 
for doing without products or ac- 
cepting substitutes, are using ad- 
vertising to do so, In the machine 
and processing industries, for in- 
stance, advertisers have been able 
to obtain quicker acceptance of 
modern equipment in large plants 
as well as small through advertising 
their advantages, This acceptance of 
better equipment by war industries 
can be continued through advertis- 
ing. 

In England during the last war, 
when households were forced to do 
without tbe habitual comforts of 
life, mental depression came as each 
restriction arose, because there was 
nothing to break the shocks in 
daily life. The judicious use of 
advertising has enabled restrictions 


to be placed on the North Ameri- 


can home practically without im- 
pairing public confidence. 
One can ask this question, 


“Would the change-over from 
peace to wartime economy and 
production have been so satisfac- 
torily achieved without the power 
of constructive advertising, both 
in the consumer and industrial 
fields,” said Mr. Jarvis, 


The advertising profession can 
now, for the first time, look at its 
own business without being hamp- 
ered by a traditional outlook which 
has grown up in the last seventy- 
We have tended to re- 
advertising as something 
wholly and completely a “selling 
force” in commerce. Advertising is 
indeed a “sales force” in other ways 
as well as the actual passing of 
goods from manufacturers to con- 
sumers. I dare to say that in the 
next 50 years we shall find adver- 
tising being used to sell ideas te 
|the masses, or sections of the 
} masses, in ways unheard of today.

Life-Long Financial Aid,

mediately a vast increase in the 
production of gasoline, steel, coal, 
alcohol, sugar, fruit, lumber and 
other products. | 

Adequate credit to farmers and

WINNIPEG, June 12.—Satisfac- 
tory gvowth of all crops as the result 
of warmer weather is reported 
generally in western provinces with 
wheat averaging well over six 
inches in height. Moisture condi- 
tions are good for the most part 
with relatively small areas only re- 
porting urgent need of rain, accord- 
ing to the weekly crop report of 
the department of agriculture, 
CN.R.

Problem Solved 
Taggart States 


WOODSTOCK, Ont., June 12.— 
(CP)—Hon. J, G. Taggart, food 
administrator in the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, told 
5,000 farmers here yesterday that 
“we have evolved a plan—the de- 
tails are not available as yet—to 
solve the beef situation.” 

My. Taggart told the meeting, 
sponsored annually by the Ontario 
Milk Producers’ Association and the 
Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture,, that the plan “is designed to 
maintain a satisfactory Canadian 
market and at the same time main- 
tain our export trade.” 

“The only thing I can ask is that 
you farmers give us your full sup- 
port. We will try our utmost to 
justify your confidence, while there 
is no farmer on the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, agriculture is 
constantly being consulted. 


EXPLAINS SHORTAGE 

“The present meat shortage in 
Canada is quite explainable. Eng- 
land gets her requirements. The 
United States still gets her normal 
supply. And the increased re- 
quirements from Britain forces us 
to conserve here in Canada.” 

He reviewed the farm labor short- 
age and said the prices of milk, 
cheese and butter are higher than 
they had been for many years. 
Price control and curtailment of 
non-essential production were 
necessary, 

“‘Why ration?’ you might ask. 
The answer is simple. We have 
500,000,000 bushels of wheat. This 
is enough to supply Canada 
normally for about 10 years, But 
today we have other obligations. 
Great Britain needs our products 
—including wheat and bacon—in 
an endless stream. 

“This year alone we will ship 
8,000,000 hogs to Britain, Our own 
needs here will see a consumption 
of only 2,500,000 hogs, So a little 
simple arithmetic will tell you why 
we must conserve. We may even 
be asked to raise our output to Eng- 
land. If we are, I feel that we can 
meet their demands.”

The best advice that can be 
given to farmers and others who 
are now enjoying higher incomes 
is that they use as much of the 
increase as possible to pay off 
debts, A. A. McNab, president of 
the Alber:a Mortgage Loans As- 
sociation, told the annual meet- 
ing of that organization, at the 
Macdonald hotel Friday. 

In this connection he pointed out 
that the United States government, 
as part of its anti-inflationary pro- 
gram, is encouraging the paying off 
of debts, mortgages and other ob- 
ligations. 

Referring to the fact that some 
rather “amazing characteristics” 
are attributed to insurance, trust 
and loan companies, Mr. McNab 
devoted some time “to setting the 
record straight”. 

“Mortgage credit,” he said, “has 
opened the road to land and home 
ownership to a host of Canadians 
who, without credit, would not 
have become property owners.” 


DENIES SUGGESTION 


As to a recent suggestion that a 
6 per cent rate on farm mortgages 
is usurious, Mr. McNab stated there 
is no foundation for such a charge. 
“The Alberta government charges 
six per cent on some of its treasury 
branch loans. The Canadian Farm 
Loan Board, an agency of the Do- 
minion government, which secures 
its funds at a lower cost than do 
insurance, trust and loan com- 
panies, is presently making farm 
loans at five per cent. If a six 
per cent rate charged by private 
lenders is usurious, then a five per 
cent rate by a public lender is also 
usurious,” 

In referring to a proposal for ad- 
justment of farm debts on a 3% 
basis, he stated that such a rate 
on farm mortgages “is uneconomic, 
Private lenders would not be inter- 
ested in making mortgage loans at 
such a rate. In fact, they would 
be foolish to do so. They could get 
a much better return by investing 
in Dominion of Canada bonds since 
the expense factor would be much 
lower than in the case of mortgage 
loans. Furthermore, the risk of loss 
would be very much less. One 
might also ask how loan companies 
could continue to pay 3% and more 
on debentures if the rate on their 
mortgages was only 3%. Interest 
receipts would not be sufficient to 
pay interest, let alone to take care 
of expenses and provide for losses,” 


DEALS WITH SITUATION 

“It has been argued that farm 
debts should be cut if prices of farm 
products decline. By the same line 
of reasoning the amount of the debt 
should be increased if farm prices 
rise. Yet, no one has suggested that 
persons who bought farms or bor- 
rowed funds in 1933 and 1935 should 
be requested to pay more,” he said. 

“There are also some people who 
advocate that a share of the crop 
be accepted in full payment in years 
of low yields and that in years of 
high yields any excess over the an- 
nual interest payment should be 
applied to principal. In other words 
the lender is asked to share the 
losses and to forego any share of 
the gains, This is like asking a man 
to play a coin-tossing game with 
heads I win, tails you lose as the 
rules, Such a game is not likely to 
attract many players.”

Decision Is 
Reserved On 
Debt Law Act 


Judgment was reserved Thurs- 
day by the Alberta court of appeal 
in the reference made by the pro- 
vincial government to determine 
whether the Legal Proceedings 
Suspension act, 1942, was ultra 
vires the legislature of the prov- 
ince of Alberta either in whole 
Or in part, 

H. J. Wilson, K.C., presenting the 
argument for the altorney-general’s 
department, submitted the act was 
wholly intra-vires the legislature, 
and that it applied to all debts 
specifically covered by the provi- 
sions of the Debt Adjustment act, 
1937, whether the debts related to 
interest or matters over which the 
dominion pariiament had con::3] 
such as prom:ssory notes, and bills 
of exchange, and furthermore tut 
it epplied equally to debts payable 
t> corporations cr others outside ite 
province. 


TEMPORARY MEASURE 

The act, he said, imposed a tem- 
porary legislative moratorium on 
certain debts as defined in the debi 
Adjustment act in order to mes: an 
emergent situation. It was pass: 
to avoid confusion as to the ulti- 
mate rights of creditors and debtors 
and to preserve these rights pend- 
ing the determination by the judi- 
cial cominitice cf the privy count 
of the constitutional validity of the 
Debt Adjustment act. 

He emphasized that the act was 
a legislative moratorium for a 
very limited pericd, and for a

Bombs will rain from the skies, 
parachute troops will join with 
land forces in an attempt to in- 
vade Edmonton in an exercise 
alert being staged by the Edmon- 
ton Air Raid Precautions com- 
mittee on Sunday, June 21 next. 
to test organization plans now 
completed for the defence of the 
city against air raids and other 
forms of enemy attack, 

Every branch of air raid precau- 
tion work will be tested in the 
alert which will start with a stand 
by at 2 p.m. The air raid invasion 
warnings will be sounded at 3:30 
p.m, and the all clear at 5 p.m, 

Military will guard all the road 
and highway approaches to the city, 
and squads willl be placed on duty 
at vulnerable points within the city 
limits. These points will be the 
high level bridge, the power plant, 
packing plants and other plants 
essential to the city’s welfare and 
war effort.

Insurance For 
Health Favored 
By Business Men 


A large section of Edmonton's 
leading businessmen voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of a com- 
pulsory national health insurance 
scheme, according to the results of 
a survey prepared by the depart- 
ment of pensions and national 
health, circulated among 480 
members of the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The questionnaire contained 25 
groups of questions covering every 
possible phase of such a national 
plan including administration, 
supervision, financing, personnel, 
structure and others, 

Of those replying to the question- 
naire, 80 per cent favored a national 
health insurance plan, seven per 
cent were against it, and four per 
cent were doubtful, 

Fifty-eight per cent. stated that 
everybody should be included in the 
benefits and 29 per cent that only 
those in the $3,000 or less income 
bracket should be included, 

The Dominion and _ provincial 
governments, and employers and 
employees should contribute toward 
financing the plan, according to the 
desire of 66 per cent of the mem- 
bers, and 24 per cent felt that the 
whole responsibility of financing 
should be borne by the government 
at Ottawa, 

In answér to a query regarding 
the advisability of having the na- 
tional defence tax continue after the 
war with the funds to be used for 
health insurance, 42 per cent stated 
that such a plan would be satisfac- 
tory and 58 per cent that the money 
should be collected by other means. 

Sixty-three per cent favored the 
appointment of a Dominion-provin- 
cial commission to administer the 
insurance plan and 68 per cent, felt 
that supervision should not be left 
in the hands of the medical, dental 
and nursing professions alone. 
Seventy-six per cent stated that 
supervision should be done by 
representatives of professions, labor, 
industries, businesses and women's 
organizations. 

Seventy-two per cent stated that 
the insurance ig to include full 
medical benefits and all costs and 
a like number felt that the patient 
should be permitted to choose his 
own doctor, 

Only 51 per cent were in favor of 
the medical man working on a 
salary basis. 

All but two per cent were in fayor 
of the popylation receiving periodic 
medica] health examinations, 

The results of the findings were 
submitted to the department of 
pensions and national health and to 
the Canadian Welfare council by 
Reg. T. Rose, executive secretary 
of the chamber,

For that reason an appeal is made 
by Mayor John W. Fry that during 
the 90 minutes of the actual air raid 
that all citizens remain in their 
homes and carry out faithfully all 
the instructions given them by their 
air raid wardens, “This is not a 
show.” Mayor Fry stated, “it is a 
test of the plans laid for the safety 
of the citgens of Edmonton and it 
igs their duty to co-operate to the 
limit with the officials putting over 
the test.” 

Captain Huff said the experiment 
was one in which the 95,000 resi- 
dents of Edmonton could be volun- 
teers with 5,000 of that number do- 
ing the actual work of the black 
out test. He was confident that the 
ready response and co-operation

U.S. Aircraft 
Carrier Blows

ABOARD US. CRUISER IN 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, May 10.—

Russia, from the standpoint of 
physical realism, is the natural 
ally of Great Britain, Russia has 
an internal development task that 
would require the attention and 
energies of all of her people for

Soviet Russia requires no addi- 
tional territory that would bring 
her into dispute with the. British 
Commonwealth of Nations or with 
the United States. The main prob- 
lem of Russia for many years to 
come is One of development, or- 
ganization and modernization, | 

The pressing problem of Great | 
Britain immediately before the war | 
was a market for the products of | 
her factories, 

Russia could go a long way to- 
ward keeping the wheels turning in 
British factories, The United States 
faced an internal problem of pro- 
duction and distribution, a problem 
that Russia could neither aggravate 
Or minimize, 

The physical basis for war, 
therefore, doesn't exist with any 
of the three powers, And despite 
a lot of fancy window dressing 
wars are fought for possession of 

Physical things, 

And few nations have worried 
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debt. It merely postpones for a 
limited period the legal remedies of 
creditors, 

He argued that it was purely pro- 
cedural in its operation, and though 
it affects the creditor's remedy it 
does not affect his substantive rights, 
or in any way cut down or interfere 
with the indebtedness owing by the 
debtor to the creditor. 

Thus, he contended, the act can- 
Not come under the condemnation 
emphasized by Sir Lyman Duff, 
chief justice of the supreme court 
Of Canada, in his judgment declar- 
ing the Debt Adjustment act ultra 
vires, 

In that judgment it was held that 
the Debt Adjustment act was ultra 
vires amongst other grounds that i: 
had the effect of taking jurisdiction 
away from the courts and placing it 
in the hands of an arbitrary board 
which could completely take away 
the creditor's rights and thus in ef- 
fect extinguish the debt itself,
